AN CANNOT always tell the truth, because 
cannot always know the truth. But he can 
ays be true—true to himself and true to 
after all, truth is not fact, but quality, 
and not a thing. Ut is spirit, and not 
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truthful statement. The courts of law accept this re, 
soning as to the nature of truth. The State of Ma. 
a e administers this oath to all witnesses who 
are duly sworn in its courts of law: “You now sw ear 
to tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, so help you God.” And the witness holds up 
his right hand and says: I do!” 

To nean this oath is perjury, which act is punished 
by severe penalties. But what is perjury? To make 
a statement which is not the truth is not perjury, but to 
make a statement which you believe is not a fact i is per- 
jury (false-swearing), even though as a matter of fa 
the lie may be the truth. That is, the state 
falsely may, after all, and beyond the kno 
the false witness, be the truth—i.e., be 4 
able fact.
